Friends are remembering a 
21 -year-old University of Al¬ 
berta student who died after 
falling from a balcony at a 
Mexican resort. 

St. Albert native Chris Rog¬ 
ers was sta3dng at the Great 
Parnassus Resort in Cancun 
when the incident happened 
early Saturday morning. 

According to Mexican 
media reports, Rogers got into 
a fight in a hotel bar and was 
punched in the face. After 
leaving the bar, Rogers was 
disoriented and fell over a bal¬ 
cony railing, the reports said. 

Friend Caitlin Boyd, who 



had known Rogers for more 
than a decade, said she’s 
heard that after the alterca¬ 
tion Rogers was “acting funny, 
just not himself” 

“They went back to the ho¬ 
tel room to take care of him 
and he stepped outside and 
fell. That’s pretty much all we 
know,” she said. 

Boyd attended Bellerose 
Composite High School in St. 


Albert with Rogers and said he 
had a big heart and smile. 

“Something like this, you 
don’t think it would happen to 
someone like Chris,” she said. 

“Chris was one of the best 
people I’ve ever met. He was 
caring and compassionate 
and fonny. He was just an all- 
around good guy.” 

Rogers enjoyed pla3dng 
hockey and was stud3dng en¬ 
gineering at the University of 
Alberta, Boyd said. 

Ian Trites, a spokesperson 
for Foreign Affairs and Inter¬ 
national Trade Canada, said 
the department was work¬ 
ing with the family, but were 
unable to confirm any of the 
details. 

“Canadian consular offi¬ 
cials in Mexico are in contact 
with local authorities to gath¬ 
er additional information and 
are providing consular assist¬ 
ance to the family,” he said in 
an e-mail. 
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City to remove windrows next week 


The City of Edmonton is 
looking to make some room 
on collector roads and bus 
routes by removing wind¬ 
rows starting next week. 

Officials said Tuesday 
that the removal work will 
come with a parking ban as 
the city aims to remove the 
snow with snowblowers and 
dump trucks. 

Temporary No Parking 
signs will go up this week¬ 


end, with the first crews 
hitting roadways on Jan. 14. 
The signs will give drivers 24 
hours’ notice to move their 
cars for the three-day bans. 

Bob Dunford, director of 
roadway maintenance, said 
it is important for drivers to 
get off the roads when the 
signs go up. 

“We ask people to please 
respect these signs,” he said. 
“It is very critical that we 


not have anyone parking in 
these spots, because that can 
stop the whole operation.” 

The city won’t ask twice, 
however, and parking en¬ 
forcement will be out to 
ticket and tow vehicles. 

The fine for parking in 
an area with a temporary 
ban is $50, and if a vehicle 
is towed, drivers could face 
hundreds of dollars in im¬ 
poundment fees. 


Crews have been working 
for several weeks on arterial 
roads and have also done 
about 85 per cent of school 
zones. 

Dunford said the work on 
bus routes will take several 
weeks. 

“This is up to a three- 
week process. We estimate 
about 15 or 16 working 
days.”

An intense public outciy over 
the Conservative govern¬ 
ment’s blockbuster bid to 
bolster Internet surveillance 
powers may be pa 3 dng off. 

The federal privacy watch¬ 
dog has jumped into the fray 
to try to help the Tories find a 
compromise. 

It proposes new proced¬ 
ures that will, yes, give police 
and spies key information 
about Internet users. 

But it’s striving to re¬ 
tain the principle of judicial 
oversight, a memo obtained 
under the Access to Informa¬ 
tion Act shows. 

The internal memo reveals 
assistant privacy commis¬ 


sioner Chantal Bernier asked 
University of Montreal law 
professor Karim Benyekhlef 
to “help find a middle ground 
between security and pri¬ 
vacy.” 

Protesters say allowing 
authorities access to Internet 
subscriber information with¬ 
out a court-approved war¬ 
rant would be a dangerous 
infringement of privacy. 

The government has 
indicated the bill would go 
directly to a House of Com¬ 
mons committee, skipping 
the usual second reading, to 
allow for amendments. But 
it has not yet resurfaced.

13-year fight. Court 
says 600,000 Metis 
and non-status Indians 
fall under federal 
jurisdiction 


The federal government’s re¬ 
sponsibilities for aboriginal 
peoples just got a lot bigger. 

After more than 13 years 
of legal wrangling, the Fed¬ 
eral Court ruled Tuesday that 
Metis and non-status Indians 
are indeed “Indians” under 
the Constitution Act and fall 
under federal jurisdiction. 

The decision helps to 
clarify the relationship be¬ 
tween Ottawa and more than 
600,000 aboriginal people 
who are not affiliated with 
specific reserves. 

“This is huge,” said Betty 
Ann Lavallee, national chief 
of the Congress of Aboriginal 
Peoples. 

“ft ends the denial of ab¬ 
original birthrights that has 
existed for far too long.” 

Federal Court Judge Mi¬ 
chael Phelan wrote that “the 
recognition of Metis and non¬ 
status Indian as Indians ...

“This is going to require 
a lot of bureaucratic 
re-thinking and policy 
development.” 

Robert Janes, a Victoria lawyer who 
focuses on aboriginal issues 

should accord a further level 
of respect and reconcilia¬ 
tion.” 

While the decision does 
not declare the federal gov¬ 


ernment has a fiduciary re¬ 
sponsibility to the group, it 
says such duties would flow 
automatically. 

The Congress of Aborig¬ 
inal Peoples and several 
Metis and non-status Indians 
argued they are entitled to 
some or all of the same rights 
and benefits as on-reserve 
First Nations members. 

They say that includes 
access to the same health, 
education and other benefits 
Ottawa gives status Indians.

Two First Nations from Al¬ 
berta are taking the federal 
government to court. 

They claim they weren’t 
consulted about Conservative 
omnibus budget legislation 
that makes significant chan¬ 
ges to environmental protec¬ 
tion and assessment. 

The Mikisew Cree First Na¬ 
tion and the Frog Lake First 
Nation launched their legal 
challenge Tuesday in Ottawa. 

“The rest of Canada should 
be with us in support and 
send a message to Stephen 
Harper and his government 
that what they’re doing is 
wrong,” said Chief Steve 
Courtoreille of the Mikisew 
Cree First Nation. 

“They can’t ram bills 
down our throats and expect 
us to roll over and accept it, 
because this is going to affect 
our future, affect the future 
of all of Canada.” 

The two First Nations 
want a judicial review of 
parts of Bill C-38 and Bill 
C-45, focusing on changes to 
the Fisheries Act and the Nav¬ 
igable Waters Protection Act.

After the tragedies of Sandy 
Hook and Aurora, the U.S. 
government is preparing to 
introduce stricter guidelines 
on gun ownership. But sup¬ 
porters of the Second Amend¬ 
ment could get around them 
by printing their own fire¬ 
arms at home. 

The technology is still de¬ 
veloping, but 2012 saw the 
first shots fired from guns 
with printed parts. “Gun 
hacking” has a growing com¬ 
munity in online forums and 
has become serious business. 

“I have five people now 
making AK-47 magazines 
— they’re incredibly easy to 
reproduce,” Cody Wilson, 

CEO of the Defense Distrib¬ 
uted company in Texas, told 
Metro. A firm believer in the 
right to bear arms, Wilson is 
deliberately producing parts 
for assault weapons likely to 
be banned by new controls. 

“(U.S. Vice-President) Joe 
Biden’s group are using the 
assumption that if you con¬ 
trol the channel you control 
the product — but that is not 
the case an 3 miore,” says Wil¬ 
son.

CEO dies at 80 

A former McDonald’s CEO 
who helped expand the 
fast-food chain’s global 
footprint and spearheaded 
the creation of Hamburger 
University died Monday 
night after suffering com¬ 
plications from pneumonia, 
the company said. He was 
80 years old. 

During Fred L. Turner’s 
time as CEO from 1974 to 
1987, McDonald’s more 


than tripled its number of 
locations and set up shop 
in dozens of new markets, 
the company said in a 
statement. The chain now 
has about 34,000 locations 
worldMdde. 

Turner spearheaded 
the creation of McDonald’s 
Hamburger University 
in 1961. The school is a 
training curriculum for 
managers, franchisees and 
other employees. 

The company said 
Turner was one of founder 
Ray Kroc’s first employees 
in 1956.

Real estate 
market ‘still 
relatively 
solid,’ top 
bankers say 

Mortgage lending. 

Pullback is limited 
to certain markets 
such as Vancouver, 
conference hears 


Canada’s real estate market 
remains “relatively solid” and 
should experience a “soft land¬ 
ing” despite the current slow¬ 
down and fears of overbuilding 
in the condominium segment, 
the coimtiy’s leading bankers 
said Tuesday. 

Speaking to a RBC bank¬ 
ing conference in Toronto, the 
coimtry’s top bankers said they 
don’t expect a dramatic down¬ 
turn like the one in the United 
States about five years ago. 

The bursting of the U.S. 
housing bubble is considered 
a major cause of the credit 
crunch that swept Wall Street 
and then the global economy 
in the faU of2008, after interest 
rates on sub-prime mortgages 
rose and defaults soared. 

By contrast, sub-prime mort¬ 
gages have been less common 
in Canada and real estate prices 
have trended upward for the 
most part. 



“Our expectation is that the 
overall real estate market in 
Canada is still relatively solid,” 
Royal Bank CEO Cord Nixon 
said Tuesday. Despite reports 
that suggest Canadian housing 
is in crisis, he said the pullback 
is hmited to a couple of mar¬ 
kets, notably Vancouver. 

“We have seen a slowdown 
in sales and we’ve certainly 
seen a slowdown in mortgage 
demand but price levels are 
relatively stable,” he said.

Zero Dark Thirty is billed 
as “the story of history’s 
greatest manhunt for 
the world’s most danger¬ 
ous man.” It’s a carefully 
plotted espionage tale 
that flows from the clues 
that lead to the death of 
Osama bin Laden at the 
hands of the Navy SEAL 
Team 6 in May, 2011 and 
it will very likely earn its 
director, Kathr 3 m Bigelow, 
an Academy Award nom¬ 
ination. 

It won’t be the first 
time the Academy has 
honoured her. In fact, 
she’s one for the record 
books. Her last film. The 
Hurt Locker, was a huge 
critical hit and made her 
the first woman to win 
best director awards from 
the Academy Awards, the 
Directors Guild of Amer¬ 
ica, the BAFTAs and the 
Critics’ Choice Awards. 

It was her first serious 
awards recognition, but 
it wasn’t her first film. 

At age 61 she is a veteran 
with nine features, hours 
of television and music 
videos for bands like New 
Order to her credit. 

Critic Jon Popick called 
her first film, 1982’s The 
Loveless, “a slightly hal¬ 
lucinatory homage to The 
Wild Ones,” which means 
it’s a surreal outlaw biker 
film, one part tribute, two 
parts reinvention. 

A trilogy of action 
Aims — Blue Steel, Point 
Break and Strange Days 
— saw her blend tech¬ 
nical sophistication with 
themes that redefined the 
genre of the movies.

The Gangster Squad

The recent high-profile U.S. 
shootings — most notably in 
a movie theatre in Colorado 
in July and an elementary 
school in Connecticut just 
before Christmas — have 
brought attention back to 
gun violence in popular cul¬ 
ture. It’s an issue the people 
behind two of this month’s 
more bullet-ridden releases 
have had to grapple with 
while promoting their Aims. 

“It’s obviously something 
that’s affected all of us. I 
don’t think anybody has 
spent the last few weeks not 
thinking a lot about that, but 
this is fantasy and that’s real¬ 
ity,” says Lorenzo di Bonaven- 
tura, producer of the Arnold 
Schwarzenegger shoot-em-up 
The Last Stand, out later this 
month. “I think we need to 
figure out reality, and fantasy 
always follows reality. I’m not 
a politician, so I’ll stay off my 
point of view, but it’s clearly 
something that all of us have 
a great deal of respect for 
what those people have suf¬ 
fered, and we don’t look at 
this as part of that. They’re 
two different things.” 

One film that’s been even 
more closely linked to recent 
tragedy is Gangster Squad, 
about police going to war 
with a ruthless criminal in 
1940s L.A. Originally, the film 
featured a scene depicting 
mobsters opening Are on a 
movie theatre full of patrons, 
but Warner Bros, quickly de¬ 
cided to cut the scene and 
postpone the Aim’s release 


following the movie theatre 
shooting in Aurora, Colo. 

“The Aurora shooting was 
an unspeakable tragedy, and 
out of respect for the fam¬ 
ilies of the victims, we felt it 
necessary to reshoot that se¬ 
quence, and I’m proud of the 
fact that I did that,” director 
Ruben Fleischer says. “I think 
that we should all respect the 
tragedy and not draw associa¬ 
tions to our Aim as a result 
of... I mean to these types of 
tragedies.” 

While producers and dir¬ 
ectors might be careful with 
their statements, their stars 
are much more willing to 
spout off on the topic. Gang¬ 
ster Squad star Josh Brolin 
thinks connecting violence 
onscreen to violence in real 
life is a misguided oversimpli- 
flcation. 

“You have to look at the 
grand scheme of things, Aom

a universal standpoint,” Bro¬ 
lin, who Ares his fair share 
of rounds in Gangster Squad, 
says. “You have video games, 
you have psycho-pharmaceut¬ 
icals, you have lowest employ¬ 
ment, you have parents that 
aren’t at home. You have CNN 
who gloms on to the worst of 
what’s going on and not ne¬ 
cessarily the best or the most 
heroic. So, there’s many dif¬ 
ferent factors. There’s always 
been violence in movies and 
there always will be violence 


in movies. Whether it leads 
to the one psychotic that’s 
out there that’s thinking the 
worst thoughts you can pos¬ 
sibly think is always going to 
be a mystery, I think.” 

Schwarzenegger agrees 
that scapegoating entertain¬ 
ment is a mistake. 

“It’s two different issues. 
This is entertainment, and 
the other thing is a tragedy 
beyond belief and it’s serious 
and the real deal,” he says, 
referring to the shooting in 
Newtown, Conn. 

The former governor of 
California, who’s no stranger 
to hot-button issues, already 
sees plenty of areas that need 
investigating. 

“How can we do better 
with gun laws? If there is any 
loophole, if there is a prob¬ 
lem there, let’s analyze it. 
Let’s not jump to conclusions, 
let’s analyze,” he says.

The horrific episode was 
picked up by celebrities, in¬ 
cluding singer and friend of 
Bieber, Miley Cyrus. “Cutting 
is NOT something to joke 
about. 

There are people who are 
actually suffering from self- 
harm, this is so disrespect¬ 
ful,” the star tweeted. 

Bieber fans are known for 
their zeal and the “Bieber fe¬ 
ver” phenomenon has been 
studied by psychologists. Two 
fans were arrested in Decem¬ 
ber for plotting to castrate 
and murder the Canadian 
singer.

Once reliant on a tradition¬ 
al sun, sand and sea tourism 
strategy, Barbados signalled 
its arrival as a major player 
in Caribbean golf with the 
2009 launch of Apes Hill 
Club. 

The gorgeous 7,150-yard 
layout, which dips and 
twists through lush jungle, 
an abandoned coral quarry 
and the reclaimed fields of 
a former sugar plantation, 
is the centrepiece of an 
exclusive new residential 
community offering views 
of both the Atlantic Ocean 
and the Caribbean Sea from 
a hilltop site near the lively 
community of Holetown. 

Apes Hill joins posh 
Sandy Lane resort’s two ac¬ 
claimed 18-hole courses, 
as well as Royal Westmore¬ 
land Golf and Country Club, 
as the golf headliners of a

Resort and Glub and South 
Garolina’s Kiawah Island 
Golf Resort. Wentworth 
Glub, the famous English 
golf and country club, 
signed on to run the golf 
operation. 

The golf course has cre¬ 


ated a buzz throughout the 
Garibbean. Designed by Jeff 
Potts and Ghris Gole for 
Landmark, Apes Hill winds 
seamlessly through a rolling 
and still mostly wild land¬ 
scape where green monkeys 
are often seen feasting on 
Barbados cherries, ackee 


and breadfruit. Especially 
thrilling are the jungle 
holes, 11 to 14, a quartet 
enthusiastically described 
by Golf World magazine as 
“every bit as dramatic and 
invigorating” as Augusta 
National’s Amen Gorner.

roster of courses is Barbados 
Golf Glub, an affordable and 
challenging 6,697-yard gov¬ 
ernment-owned layout, and 
the player-friendly, nine- 
hole Rockley Golf Glub.

destinations in Florida might 
attract part 5 dng spring break¬ 
ers or glamorous fashionistas, 
Sanibel proves to be the per¬ 
fect spot for a family look¬ 
ing for a quiet beach retreat 
at the height of spring break 
revelry. There was no night¬ 


life, high rises, chain stores, 
fast-food burger joints, traffic 
lights or insects. 

Even travel guru Arthur 
Frommer, who’s seen more 
than a few beaches, has named 
it a favourite destination, call¬ 
ing it an “idyllic haven of white- 
sand beaches” with “thousands 
of birds of every species.” 

The first sign that you hit on 
something special comes soon 
after you land at the Fort Myers 
airport, where tourism kiosks 
hand out free pocket-sized 
Lonely Planet travel guides to 
the area. 

The drive from the airport 
west to Sanibel generally takes 
less than an hour, but tinring is 
everything. A toll bridge con¬ 
nects Sanibel to the mainland, 
and the morning rush hour 
heading on-island and evening 
rush hour heading ofif-island 
can add another 45 minutes 
onto the trip during high sea¬ 
son, which begins mid-January 


and peaks mid-March through 
mid-April. 

With as many as 30,000 
people on the island during 
high season, biking is the 
easiest way to get around. But 
here’s a tip: Friends don’t let 
friends ride at night without 
lights. 

Some hotels provide bikes 
for their guests and the bike 
rental shops on the island will 
dehver and pickup for a fee. It 
pays to shop around as prices 
vary. Beach equipment can also 
be rented. 

Golf, tennis and fishing are 


also popular options on the is¬ 
land, but no trip here would be 
complete without two things: 
the beaches and the]. N. “Ding” 
Darling National Wildlife Ref¬ 
uge. 

Over two-thirds of Sanibel is 
a nature reserve, with the ref¬ 
uge making much of it wonder¬ 
fully accessible by car or bike. 
Take a 90-minute kayak tour 
through the mangrove, where 
you might catch a glimpse of 
a river otter. An assortment of 
the 230 species of birds on the 
island from anhingas to wood¬ 
peckers will keep you busy tak¬ 


ing pictures, while knowledge¬ 
able guides point out horseshoe 
crabs, flying mullet and a water 
snake. 

A pontoon boat tour will 
yield sightings of manatees and 
more birds. 

The beaches themselves 
are lovely and far from 
crowded. The waves are gen¬ 
tle and it is shallow for a long 
way out, making it ideal for 
children. Other beaches, like 
Blind Pass, have stronger cur¬ 
rents and aren’t suitable for 
swimming.

Network with your net¬ 
work 

Let people know you are 
looking for an internship 
(professors often have a lot 
of insight and tips for suc¬ 
cess in this realm — and if 
you put in the effort, they’re 
most likely going to be very 
eager to help you).

Ovechkin smiled when 
asked about life as an engaged 
man. 

“It’s a good feeling,” Ovech¬ 
kin said.

Prostitutes in 
Brazil to learn 
English ahead 
of World Cup 

Prostitutes in one of 
Brazil’s biggest cities are 
begirming to sign up for 
free Enghsh classes ahead 
of this year’s Confed¬ 
erations Cup and the 2014 
World Cup. 

Cida Vieira, president 
of the Association of 
Prostitutes in the city of 
Belo Horizonte, said Tues¬ 
day that 20 have already 
signed up for the courses 
and she expects at least 
300 of the group’s 4,000 
members to follow suit. 
The association is organiz¬ 
ing the classes and seeking 
volunteer teachers. 

“I don’t think we will 
have problems persuad¬ 
ing Enghsh teachers to 
provide services for free,” 
she said. 

She said classes are 
expected to begin in 
March and last up to eight 
months. 

“It will be important for 
the girls who will be able 
to use Enghsh to let their 
clients know what they are 
charging and learn about 
what turns them on,” 
Vieira said by telephone. 

“And for the same rea¬ 
sons we are also thinking 
of offering free French and 
Italian classes,” she added.

Chevrolet didn’t exactly invent 
this category, but the Equi¬ 
nox represents a new level of 
refinement, style and overall 
performance that sets it apart 
from its segment peers. 

Clever touches abound in 
the design, like the integrated 


rocker panels in the doors that 
reduce entry step-over height. 
The car-like interior is simply 
gorgeous and highly practical. 
It has dual gloveboxes, easy-to- 
read twin gauges set in large 
pods and plenty of handy stor¬ 
age bins. 

There’s also a versatile 
split folding rear seat that 
can be adjusted fore and aft 
over a 20-centimetre range 
to optimize legroom or cargo 
capacity.

You could do worse than head¬ 
ing to Arizona next week for 
Collector Car Auction Week. 

Bring your wallet. 

Better yet, re-mortgage 
your house, cash in your 
RRSPs, find the Canadian Tire 
Money, sell your kids for med¬ 
ical experiments, check under 
the sofa cushions for loose 
change and snacking material, 
and visit Harold the Jewelry 
Buyer. 

Because some of these cars 
are on the pricey side... 

Take for example the 1965 
Ford GT40 consi^ed to RM 
Auctions’ sale in Phoenix. 
The GT40 used in the Steve 
McQueen film, Le Mans, was 
auctioned off last year at RM’s 
California sale for $11 milhon, 
making it the most expensive 
American car ever sold. 

The road-going ’65 GT40 
going under the hammer in 


Arizona is expected to sell for 
between $2.4 million and $3 
million. In case you’re wonder¬ 
ing, that doesn’t include safety 
check, emission test, or winter 
tires. 

Another quite nice RM con¬ 
signment is the 1930 Duesen- 
berg Model J Tourster. Only 
eight were built. Their open- 
top bodies were designed and 
built by the coach building 
firm, Derham. Estimated auc¬ 
tion price: $1.2 million to $1.6 


million. 

In fact, RM figures eight of 
its Phoenix auction consign¬ 
ments will fetch over $1 mil¬ 
lion. There is no doubt, how¬ 
ever, about which one will 
set the high bar — the 1960 
Ferrari 250 GT SWB Berhnetta 
Competizione. 

“It will be the top seller 
of the week in Arizona,” says 
Gord Duff of RM Auctions, 
over the phone from the 
firm’s home base in Blenheim, 


Ontario. (Yes, one of the top 
collector car auction houses in 
the world is Canadian.) “There 
isn’t another auction selling 
an54hing that would bring this 
land of money.” 

What’s “this kind” of 
money? Well we don’t know 
for sure. But some Ferrari 250 
GTs sell for around $5 million, 
while others go for around $9 
million. This particular 250 GT 
is considered one of the pur¬ 
est and most well documented 


250 GTs out there, with just 
four owners since new. So fig¬ 
ure more toward the high end 
of scale. 

While it might be the high¬ 
est price achiever in Arizona 
next week, it will likely take 
a back seat in the paparazzi 
department to a car set to take 
the Barrett-Jackson auction 
stage over in Scottsdale. That 
would be the first and original 
Batmobile. After staring in the 
TV series, it’s creator, George 


Barris, bought it from Ford for 
one dollar. It’s been his ever 
since. It changes hands next 
week, for the first time ever 
since that one-dollar sale. It’s 
likely the most well-known 
and recognizable car in the 
world. 

The other auction houses 
that make the scene at Arizona 
Collector Car Auction Week 
are Gooding and Company, 
Russo and Steele, Bonhams, 
and Silver Auctions. 

“Arizona sets the tone for 
the coming year,” notes Duff". 
RM is expecting Arizona to con¬ 
tinue the strong sales trends of 
2012. “The collector car mar¬ 
ket is especially strong right 
now, particularly for blue-chip, 
investment type automobiles.” 

Duff says enthusiasts from 
emerging markets, like the 
United Arab Emirates, Russia, 
India, China, and Brazil, are 
bolstering the collector car 
ranks these days. It’s a global 
thing now and facilitating the 
togetherness is the Internet. 
Duff adds these out-of-country 
buyers often watch the auc¬ 
tion on line, and bid on line. 
And so can you — the RM 
auction will be live on rmauc- 
tions.com. Just make sure you 
got enough headroom on the 
charge cards.
